TukREkTORE we have reſolved to form ourſelyes 
into a Society, under the appellation of The Bre- 
e thren's Society for the Furtherance of the Goſpel 
te among the Heathen,” and unanimouſly agreed upon 
the following articles as the ſtated rules of this Society, 
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"THis Society is not formed in oppoſition to any 
other of the like nature, nor is it to interfere with the 
charities of any other Society whatever.

account our ſecretary and other brethren of the com- 
mittee are to cultivate a conſtant correſpondence with 
them, that we may be informed of the occaſions re- 

quiring our ARNE, and be ready to aſſiſt. 


ARTICLE. VI. 


Axp whereas the aforeſaid-deputies of the Brethren's 


Chureh have always a correſponding agent, who re- 
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ſides in London, , to execute their commiſſions; wwe will 


always be ready to give him all the aſſiſtance we can 
therein. 


ARTICHE yi. 


Trane one of us is willing to add his mite to thoſe : 
free gifts made at ſtated times, in the Brethren's con- | 
gregations, for the ſervice of the miſſions among the 


Heathen. But beſides this, a box ſhall be placed in the 


room where we meet, into which every member of the 


Society may put at any time what he thinks proper, 
all which is to be employed for the uſe of the ſaid 


miſſions.

donation, legacy, or otherwiſe, and alſo how it is
